To see if the town will take any action toward 
securing electric lights for our streets; to choose a committee 
regarding same; and to raise or appropriate money for the 
same. . 

Article IX. To see if the town will vote to have a liquor 
agent. 

Article X. To hear reports of any committees or agents 
and to transact any other business that may legally come

At the date of this report the books are being classified and 
catalogued by the Dewey Card Index System under the super- 
vision of Miss Katherine Stegmaier of the Massachusetts State 
Library Commission, the expense of whose salary is assured 
by Col. C. H. Greenleaf, for which further kindness the ap- 
preciation of the board is herewith tendered. The work is 
progressing rapidly, but by reason of its detail requires the 
outlay of;,considerable time during which the books are 
necessarily withheld from circulation. 

This work has developed the fact that there are approxi- 
mately two hundred and fifty volumes that require rebinding 
and otherwise repairing to permit their continuance in circu- 
lation. This probability was foreseen by the board and it was 
deemed advisable to hold in reserve the fund appropriated in 
1912 for this purpose as well as for defraying other expenses 
incident to cataloguing and moving the books to the new 
building. For this reason no expense has been incurred dur- 
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ing the past year for the purchase of books other than for the 
renewal of all the periodicals, the bill for which has not been 
received at the date of this report and consequently does not 
appear in the above financial statement. 

The board desires to express its thanks to Mrs. Greenleaf, 
Mrs. Jarvis and Mr. Kimball for their generous donations of 
- books and to recommend the usual appropriation of $100.00 
for the purchase of additional books and $125.00 for the ser- 
vices of the librarian.
